Ireland’s account that the Common- 
wealth did not continue, if all be true 
which Mr Froude lays down. Every 
concession which England granted to 
Treland was, it is asserted, as assuredly 
mistaken ag it was made; and the 
hankering after the Innd that was con- 
fiscated te the Saxon lords has evor 
heen the ruling passion of the pensants 
of this incomprehensible country. Even 
to this day, we are informed, the poorest 
labourers in the bog bequeathe to their 
sons lands that have been forfeited for 
centuries ; so that a too great and over- 
diteral love of the Fatherland degenerates 
into something so mixed as to be de- 


“| scribed only as “Irish,” a combination 


of drollery, devotion and lawlessness 
which is altogether unique. Mr-Froude 
leada up to the most crushing conclusion 
that, while Beaconsfield slurred over the 
Irish Land Question from a lnck of 
interest in the subject, Gladstone is now 
hurrying on the most hopeless anarchy 
by his policy of concession. Tha huge 
blunder of encouraging and sanctionin 
what may be termed the permanent Trish 
“bulls” regarding the possession ot 
land, is about to be repeated. So says 
Froude, aud that writer appears to us to 
have studied the whole subject histo- 
rically in a way which we have not seen 
hitherto. “The one indispensable re- 
quirement in Ireland is.authority armed 
with power to make the law obeyed.” 
This will probably be admitted to be ns 
frue as itis well und forcibly put; but 
the sontence receives emphatic and 
weighty corroboration by the course of 
events in Ireland since it was written. 
Mr Forster comes in for a large share 
of the condemnation passed by Mr 
Froude upon the seven-hundred-years’ 
mistaken Government of Ireland; and 
the passages in which the utter ond 
radical filleeles of his Compensation 
Bill are so clearly’ and powerfully 
pointed out have-o refreshing air of in- 
dependence and freedom -from party 
spirit that is worthy of the great his- 
torian. In the viow of Irish history, 
the feeling stonmned by the Bill that 
the right of an Irish Iandlord is not the 
same as that of an English or Scotch 
land-owner, is, in Mr Fronde’s opinion, 
the most dangerous doctrine that could 
pon bly be laid down y any Government 
having power over Ireland, And yet 
this is exactly what Mr Forster's bill 
does. “Mr Forster may congratulate 
himself that he has brought on a crisis 
in the Irish land question more momen- 
tous than any which bas occurred since 
the renewal of the Act of Settlement 
after the Treaty of Limerick.” Thus 
Mr Froude; and the telegram which wo 
publish this evening seems to bear out 
every word of the article so far a8 trou- 
ble is concerned. What ought to be 
done by’ an Administration as to Ireland 
and the Irish people is thus rpost sensi- 
wily put vy tue writer referred to, and, in 
view of the arrests of the Land League 
lenders elsewhere reported, it will appear 
to be almost prophetic 

In Ircland, as everywhere else in this 
world, thoro is a minority of sensible, loyal, 
well-intentioned people of all creeds who un- 
derstand what are the real conditions under 
which their country can prosper. A Govern- 
ment whioh will win tho confidence of such 
men as these, and. try to do what they would 
wish to seo done, instead of bidding for the 
Irish vote in Parliament by submitting to 
the diotation ot psoudo-patriots and patrons 
of assossination—a Government which would 
make the law respected and obeyed, which 
would hang murderers caught in the act, 
would insist on hanging them, and, if juries 
would not convict, would call on Parliament 
to suspend trial by iy in Ireland, and pass 
an Act for trying of criminals by a ‘commis~ 
sion of joiges— such a Government would 
repeat the miracle of St. Patrick and drive 
the devila out of the country, As soon as 
authority had been properly asserted, and a 
resolution to do justice cannot be misinter- 
preted into cowardice, the laud laws might 
ther be dispassionately revised, with a re- 
solution to consider only what would tend 
most to make the peoplo of Ireland really 
prosperous,

Moreover, in 
exemining the quality of goods manufuc- 
tured abroad out of cotton sent fram 
China, we think it compares favoely 
with that manufactured from foreig 

produce.” 

The manage 8 go on to say that on 
the 4th moon of this year they received 
instructions from the Imperial Superin- 
tendent of Trade, the Viceroy Li, to take 
tho undertaking into consideration ; and 
that, after having made investigation 
and culculated every item of the expen-
